Containing Drug Products and Labeling Statements Regarding Serious 4

I. INTRODUCTION 17 
 18 
FDA is informing manufacturers, members of the medical and scientific community, and other 19 
interested persons that at this time we do not intend to object to the marketing of single- and 20 
combination-ingredient, acetaminophen-containing, nonprescription (commonly referred to as 21 
over-the-counter (OTC)) drug products bearing a warning as described in this guidance (see 22 
section III, Discussion and Policy) alerting consumers that the use of acetaminophen may cause 23 
severe skin reactions.  This guidance is intended to apply to single- and combination-ingredient 24 
acetaminophen-containing products marketed under the Tentative Final Monograph (TFM) for 25 
Internal Analgesic, Antipyretic, and Antirheumatic (IAAA) Drug Products for Over-the-Counter 26 
Human Use, published in the Federal Register (53 FR 46204, November 16, 1988).   27 
 28 
FDA’s guidance documents, including this guidance, do not establish legally enforceable 29 
responsibilities.  Instead, guidance documents describe the Agency’s current thinking on a topic 30 
and should be viewed only as recommendations, unless specific regulatory or statutory 31 
requirements are cited.  The use of the word should in Agency guidances means that something 32 
is suggested or recommended, but not required.  33 
 34 
II. BACKGROUND 35 
 36 
Acetaminophen, included in many prescription and OTC products, is a common active ingredient 37 
indicated to treat pain and reduce fever.  On August 1, 2013, FDA issued a Drug Safety 38 
Communication (DSC) informing the public that use of acetaminophen has been associated with 39

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a risk of rare but serious skin reactions.2  These skin reactions, including Stevens-Johnson 40 
Syndrome, toxic epidermal necrolysis, and acute generalized exanthematous pustulosis, can be 41 
fatal.   42 
 43 
The DSC explained that reddening of the skin, rash, blisters, and detachment of the upper surface 44 
of the skin can occur with the use of drug products that contain acetaminophen.  These skin 45 
reactions can occur with the first-time use of acetaminophen or at any time while it is being 46 
taken.  FDA advised health care professionals to be aware of this rare risk and consider 47 
acetaminophen, along with other drugs already known to have such an association, when 48 
assessing patients with potentially drug-induced skin reactions.  FDA also advised that anyone 49 
who develops a skin rash or reaction while using acetaminophen or any other pain reliever/fever 50 
reducer should stop taking the drug and seek medical attention right away.  Furthermore, the 51 
announcement advised that anyone who has experienced a serious skin reaction when taking 52 
acetaminophen in the past should not take the drug again and should contact their health care 53 
professional to discuss alternative pain relievers/fever reducers.   54 
 55 
In the announcement, FDA stated that it planned to require manufacturers of acetaminophen-56 
containing prescription drug products to include a warning statement on the product labels to 57 
address the risk of serious skin reactions and that it would request the same warning be added by 58 
manufacturers of OTC acetaminophen-containing drug products marketed under an approved 59 
application.  In the fall of 2013, FDA sent letters to manufacturers holding new drug applications 60 
(NDA) and abbreviated new drug applications (ANDA) requiring in some cases and requesting 61 
in others that the language recommended below be included on the labeling for all products (both 62 
prescription and OTC) containing acetaminophen marketed under NDAs and ANDAs.  At this 63 
time, most of the requested labeling changes have been made by the relevant manufacturers. 64 
 65 
FDA also indicated that it planned to encourage manufacturers of acetaminophen-containing 66 
drug products marketed under the TFM to similarly add a warning about serious skin reactions to 67 
the product labels. 68 
 69 
III. DISCUSSION AND POLICY 70 
 71 
FDA recommends that manufacturers of all acetaminophen-containing OTC drug products 72 
marketed pursuant to the TFM for IAAA Drug Products (both single- and combination-73 
ingredient acetaminophen products) include language in labeling warning consumers that 74 
acetaminophen may cause severe skin reactions.  75 
 76 
At this time, FDA does not intend to object to the marketing of products containing the following 77 
warning language described below: 78 
 79 

Allergy alert: acetaminophen may cause severe skin reactions.  Symptoms may 80 
include: [bullet] skin reddening [bullet] blisters [bullet] rash 81

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If a skin reaction occurs, stop use and seek medical help right away. 82

This guidance does not address alternative warning language that may otherwise misbrand the 84 
product. 85 
 86 
This recommended warning should appear under the “Warnings” heading section of the Drug 87 
Facts label under the subheading “Allergy Alert” and  directly follow the liver warning (21 CFR 88 
201.326) on acetaminophen-containing drug products.  FDA recommends that this warning be 89 
included on all packaging configurations.   90

If a skin reaction occurs, stop use and seek medical help right away. 
Do not use  

 with any other drug containing acetaminophen (prescription or nonprescription). If you are not sure 
whether a drug contains acetaminophen, ask a doctor or pharmacist.  

 for more than 10 days for pain unless directed by a doctor  
 for more than 3 days for fever unless directed by a doctor  

Ask a doctor before use if you have  
 liver disease  

Ask a doctor or pharmacist before use if  
 you are taking the blood thinning drug warfarin  

Stop using and ask a doctor if  
 symptoms do not improve  
 new symptoms occur  
 pain or fever persists or gets worse  

If pregnant or breast-feeding, ask a health professional before use. 
 
Keep out of reach of children. In case of accidental overdose, get medical help or contact a Poison Control 
Center right away. Prompt medical attention is critical for adults as well as for children even if you do not 
notice any signs or symptoms.
